The next day he stayed in the house
all day, she testified, and would not
let her go out of his sight, sayving he
was afrald of himself If left alone,
That morning Miss Tallman break-
fasted with them, she says, and as he
would not let her do any of the house-
work this explains the presence of the
three seis of solled dishes found on
the tahle,

At 12 o'clock they retired and she
says testified that she knew nothing
further until just about dawn, when
she was awakened by a pigstol shot
and felt & stinging #ensation in the
back. Reallging that she had  been
shot and seeing her husband with the
smoking revolver In his hand, ghe
rushed at him, crabbed the revolver
and struggled fiercely with him. Dur-
Ing the struggle he fired agaln, the
bullet entering the corper of her left
eve, As she broke away from him he
fired again, the bullet swiking her in
the left breast

She saye ghe rushed Into the kffchen
and as she did so she heard him fire
again and yelling out: “Oh, Lottis,
I'm crazy. 1 shot you and now I'm
killing myrelf."”” Bhe rvushed from the
Ikihlu-u out In the ball and Into the
Coglns' apartments, just across the
|]ml| Just ag she reached thesp she
| heard him fire & second time, she sald.
fhe emphatically stated that during
the time they were together they had
no trouble whagever and not one harsh
| word was spoken.

D, Charles W. Wander, of the Lack-
| awanna hospital staff, testified to visit-
ing the apartmeénts of the O'Boyles
after the shooting, He desceribed thelr
condition as revealed by his examina-
tion of them after he reached the
hosplial. The jurors then adjourned to
the c¢ity hall, where the Inquest
resumed

Caroner Roberts explained the nature
of the wounds sustiained by Mr. and
Mrs. O'Bogle. The former had two
wounds. One in fronk of the ear, the
bullet striking the bone and dividing
in two. The giher was behind the ear
and the ball lodged in the braln.

Mrs. O'Boyle, he said, was shotl thres
times. Once behind the right arm, the
ball belng still in the body, again in
the face mnd the third time in the
right breast, the bullet going through
the hody.

Mrs. Barah Cogging, who resided on
the same floor of the bullding at 32d
Franklin avenue, where Mrs. O'Hoyle
resided, testified to being awakened
by shots on the morning of March 31
and soon after Mrs. O'Boyle rushed
into her apartments. While she was
there O'Boyle must have killed himself,
since the second shot was fired while
he was alone In the room. According
te Coroner Roberta' theory It was the
socond shot, which entered behind the
ear and crushed Into the braln, whicn
killed bim.
